Your heart is tougher 


By Donald G. Cooley 


K., statements like *‘pushing a lawnmower is hard on the 
heart” need a lot of qualification. Whose heart? How much 
lawn? Other common ideas about the heart need some look- 
ing into. You'll recognize some of them: ‘‘Heart disease 


strikes without warning and kills instantly. . . . If it doesn’t 
kill, it makes you a helpless invalid stuck in bed the rest of 
your life... . It's the end of everything that makes life worth 
living. . A man can’t go back to work after a heart attack 

there goes the kids’ college education. . . . No exercise, no 
smokes, no fun, can’t lift a finger or walk upstairs; might as 
well be dead. ... Our grandparents didn’t worry about heart 
disease, but now it’s killing people off like flies. . . . Strains 


of modern civilization are causing heart disease to increase.” 

Let's see how these gloomy ideas withstand the scrutiny of 
experts who spend their lives dealing with human hearts. 
‘These authorities have many differences of opinion and un- 
ashamedly admit that many mysteries of heart disease are 
still shrouded in ignorance. But on one point they're agreed: 
Misconceptions, half-truths, and crippling fears about the 
heart do incalculable harm. More than any other ailment, 
“heart disease’ wrecks the peace of mind, hopes, achieve- 
ments, and human relations of thousands of people who don’t 
have ut. An educated heart docth good like a medicine. 


Fear is natural 


It may be natural to fear that a crippling heart attack will 
leave one a helpless invalid to be cared for like a baby as long 
as life flickers on. But that’s not the way it is with most re- 
covered patients. Listen to a heartening story told at a con- 
vention of the American Medical Association 

One day last spring, two men got off a train at Union 
Station in Washington, D. C., and started on a long, upgrade 
walk to the Capitol. One man walked with the speed of a 
youngster headed for a candy store. He talked a blue streak. 
He swung his arms in wide-sweeping gestures. Watching this 
prodigal outpouring of energy, his companion wondered if 
he shouldn’t urge his effervescent friend to slow down, to 
take it easy, to hail a taxi. A few months before, the man had 
been on the verge of death fromi a very severe heart attack. 

Phe full-speed walk was completed without a taxi, and the 
two men appeared before a Senate committee to urge that 
more funds be devoted to heart-disease research. The man 
who told the story was Dr. Paul D. White, one of the coun- 
try’s most eminent cardiologists. It was he who decided that 
his friend’s heart was plenty stout enough to sustain his pas- 
sionate interest in the project they were engaged upon. The 
recovered patient was a member of the Mended Hearts Club 
of Boston, a group of men and women who have recovered 
from severe heart attacks and are once again living their 
lives, if not up to the hilt, at least close enough to the hilt to 
have a firm grasp on the satisfactions of living. 


Your heart’s no weakling 


The comeback powers of a damaged heart are truly as- 
tonishing. Sometimes the doctor is more astonished than the 
patient. A British physician carried a 68-year-old man 
through a severe coronary attack and persuaded him to re- 
tire from hard labor as a foundry worker. One day, the pa- 
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{1 severe coronary attack is a 
critical emergency. Yet, 7 out of 10 
persons recover from first attacks. 
Some never have a second. Only 2 
percent are due to unusual 
exertion. Half occur while people are 
resting. But, no matter how 
sudden, coronary or heart disease 
never begins suddenly —it's a 


long time in the making

happy that the doctor asked, **How do you occupy yourself 
these days?” 

Phe patient's face lit up. ** Youll remember, Doc, I was an 
acrobat before I went to the foundry. I do handstands and 
jump from table to table 

That's going rather far. But the human heart is no weak- 
ling. It IS just about the toughest organ you Possess crude, 
simple, and robust compared to such complicated chemical 
factories as your liver or adrenal glands. Your heart is a hol- 
low muscle, about the size of your fist, divided into four com- 
parti nts. It pumps blood at the rate of 102 .000.000 gallons 
in 70 years, enough to fill a train of 17,000 tank cars 

It does not work incessantly. It rests between beats. A 
normal heart works about eight hours a day and loafs the 
rest of the time. Its spurts of activity are spaced by frequent 
rest periods—a lesson in living we can learn from the heart 

Your heart has remarkable reserves of strength. It is about 
seven times as powerful as it needs to be to sustain life. In a 
sense, you have six spare hearts in reserve. At least, that is 
true of the hearts of dogs, studied by Dr Myron Prinzmetal 
and his associates of Los Angeles. If just one heart-muscle 
fiber out of every six or seven remains able to contract, that’s 
enough to keep a dog alive 

If the heart is so tough, why do we run such a vastly great- 
er risk of dying of heart disease than our grandparents did? 


We don’t

and found that the average person has no greater risk of dy- 
ing of heart disease than 50 years ago.

Knowing how to read the gauges may 
protect your life, save you money, and 


help to eliminate any breakdowns 


Yu. car is equipped with instruments to help you avoid 
unnecessary breakdowns, repairs, and dangers. Each of 
the five standard instruments used on most cars warns 
you of impending trouble if you know how to read it. If 
you don’t, the instrument gives you no service. 

Naturally, you are interested in saving money, safe- 
guarding your life and health, and climinating as far as 
possible lonely-road breakdowns. Therefore, some expla- 
nations of how to read your dashboard instruments and 
what the readings mean should be of importance to you. 

Once you know your instruments, make a habit of 
glancing at them while you drive. That way, you'll be 
more apt to spot engine trouble promptly. 

The five important gauges to be considered are the , 
ammeter, the heat-indicator gauge, the fuel gauge, the oil- t 
pressure gauge, and the speedometer. Each can be identi- 
fied easily by its markings. 


Oil gauge 





This gauge can save you hundreds of dollars in repairs 
if vou use it to advantage. The dial is numbered from 0 to 
30 or 40 and 60 or 80. The numbers indicate pounds of 
pressure in the oiling system of your engine. 

After you start the engine, the hand should move al- 
most immediately to the high numbers above the center 
of the gauge and remain there until the engine warms up. 
Phen the hand should slowly move down the scale until, 
with the engine idling, it should point to about one- 
quarter of the scale, At 30 miles an hour, the hand should 
he at about the center of the dial, and slightly above at 
speeds over 30, Check with your mechanic to determine 
exactly what your readings should be. 

If the hand does not move upward after your engine 
has run about 15 seconds, stop the engine and find the

TEMPERATURE GAUGE 


The temperature gauge has a hand which rests at the 
left of the dial when the engine is cold. The dial is marked 
in degrees of temperature (160 to 180 degrees is normal) 
or is worded with cold on the left, normal in the center, 
and hot on the right. Usually, the hot portion of the dial 
is colored red. 

Normally, the dial hand should show a cold reading 
before the engine is started and should slowly move up 
the scale as the engine warms up. After the engine has 
been run for about five minutes, the dial hand should 
point to about 160 degrees or normal. 

If the hand does not move, the dial unit or the unit in 
the engine is probably defective and should be checked 
by a mechanic. A low reading at all times after the engine 
is warmed up may mean that the indicator is defective or 
that the thermostat is not operating properly. Have the 
condition checked. 

If the gauge shows a reading hotter than normal, stop 
the engine, or drive slowly to the nearest warage if the dis- 
tance is not great. The gauge may be defective, but the 
chances are that your engine is overheating. An overheat- 
ed engine can cause large repair bills. If you do not ob- 
serve the high temperature reading on the gauge and the 
engine begins to steam, the head may warp and you will 
pay not only to eliminate the cause of the overheating, 
but for a new head and gasket as well. Instead of $2.50 to 
have your radiator cleaned or $10 to have a water pump 
installed, you may pay $30 for repairs. If you are very 
unlucky, you may need new rings, valves, and so on, and 
your bill will be more than $100 

If your engine is overheating, never remove the radiator 
cap until the temperature has dropped to normal; you

New, tougher chestnut 


An important gain in the fight to return the blight- 
stricken chestnut to its rightful place as a producer of 
nuts and timber is reported by U.S.D.A. scientists. 

They have developed a blight-resistant strain by 
crossing resistant Chinese chestnuts with American 
trees that survived the blight in the eastern part of the 
United States. 

Specimens I have seen look as though they will also 
make good shade and landscape trees. Department 
scientists believe there will be a good demand for nuts 
when the new chestnut can be widely distributed for 
planting. 


How to speed mum flowering 


If you've ever wondered why chrysanthemums vary so 
much as to ume of bloom, you'll be interested in the 
explanation of Dr. Kenneth Post of Cornell. 

Doctor Post found that chrysanthemum buds are 
formed when the nights are long. His experiments 
show that if the plants received small amounts of light 
in the middle of the night, they are prevented from 
forming buds and from developing flowers from buds 
already formed. 

As little as 4 foot-candles of light will prevent a 
chrysanthemum from flowering. (A street light 20 feet 
above a mum bed would be strong enough to produce 
) foot-candles.) This effect is tied in with some hor- 
mone as yet undiscovered 

The reverse effect is also possible. If cloudy days cut 
off light in the morning and evening, plants are stim- 
ulated into bloom. This means you can make your 
mums bloom earlier by planting them where they are 
shaded both morning and evening by hedges, build- 
ings, or nearby plants. 


News on African-violets 


If you have an African-violet that won't flower, tiny 
worms called nematodes may be the reason 

Tests at the University of [linois show that the 
African-violet is attacked by several nematode species. 
There are thousands of types, but the one that does 
the most harm to African-violets is a common northern 
species that survives freezing 

This pest doesn’t hurt the plant enough to affect its 
appearance. The plant may even produce a few flow- 
ers. But it gradually loses its vigor, and never produces 
a normal bloom again

the garden, the nematodes may spread to other plants. 


Azalea losses explained 


Phe villain that kills your potted azaleas the season 
after you set them out may be aluminum sulfate. 

In my own tests, | have found that aluminum sul- 
fate kills azaleas in the second year after treatment. 
Azaleas seem normal the first vear. But in the second 
year, they gradually lose their roots 

I was led to run these tests because aluminum sul- 
fate is frequently sold for acidifying soils. It works well 
in greenhouse practice, where acid-loving plants like 
azale as are grown in pots and sold the Sdime year. 

However, where the permanent health of the plant 
is important, some less drastic acidifying agent should 
be used instead of aluminum sulfate. 


Miracle drugs enter garden field 


The antibiotic “miracle drugs” may soon find a place 
on your pesticide shelf. Fire blight — a bacterial disease 
attacking ornamentals and fruit trees has already 
been controlled on an experimental basis with strep- 
tomycin and terramycin 

Original tests were run on apple seedlings in the 
greenhouse. Now, a new experimental product, called 
Agrimyecin, will enable apple growers to test antbiot- 
ics avainst fire blight outdoors on mature trees. 

Since fire blight invades the tree through young 
growth, the greenhouse experiments give hope of suc- 
cessful control in established orchards and on orna- 
mentals like Firethorn that are related to apples. 

Phe new material is not yet available through deal- 


ers, but is being distributed for experimental use. 


Dutch speed amaryllis bloom 


A new controlled-heat process has been developed in 
Holland for speeding up bloom of amaryllis bulbs. 

Without treatment, amarvllis flowering is very ir- 
regular. Bulbs may flower in a few weeks or lie dor- 
mant for months. Bulbs treated by the Dutch process, 
however, bloom in three or four weeks from the date 
of planting. Of 100 bulbs planted December 1, 97 
were in bloom on Christmas Day. 


Potash increases flowering 


As potash in the soil increases, so does the number of 
flowers on each plant, Colorado A. & M. investigators 
have found 

Although they worked with carnations, the results 
indicate you might be able to increase flower produc- 
tion on your garden flowe rs with a late application ol 
solubl potash. 

Vor vears, dahlia growers have used early applica- 
tions of potash to improve blooms, and recently it has 
been found that late applications stimulate growth 
more than the early ones. A weak solution of muriate 
of potash, applied when buds first show, has also im- 


prove d the flowering of chrysanthemums.

As the day wore down to an angry finish, people looked for relief, 
At dusk, “heat lightning” stabbed the yellow western sky.

In Flint homes, the dinner dishes had been cleared away. Peo- 
ple were out on their lawns and porches waiting for the first cool 
breeze that would come with the summer downpour. It was slow 
in coming, and with nightfall, people forgot about the sky 

Like a wave of heavy bombers roaring down on their target, the 
tornado dipped down on Beecher, a northern area of Flint. The 
only warning residents had was the roar of its approach. ‘Three 
minutes later, when the 500-mile-per-hour winds had subsided, 
Flint counted the casualties -116 dead and 900 injured.

a. When should I stir in the vanilla when I make cooked 
candy such as fudge? 
A. Always add it after the cooked candy mixture has

@. What about vanilla in cream-pie filling?

@. When the label on the bottle reads “\pure vanilla,” 
what am I getting?

Department of Public Safety, “*No child should be permitted 
on the main-traveled portion of streets or highways with a 
bievcle until he is at least 9 years of age, or through the third 
grade. Younger than that, the child does not have suflicient 
judgment.” 


What size bike? 


For 8, 9, and 10-vear-olds, the 24-inch intermediate bike 
is the best size. From 11 years on, the regular, adult, 26-inch 
wheel is normally used. The biceyvele should fit the child in 
order for him to ride safely and comfortably. 

For the beginning rider, the saddle of his bike should be 
set low enough so that when he sits on it, his feet are flat on 
the ground. ‘This helps him to feel secure and to stop by put- 
ting his feet on the ground 

Phe saddle can be adjusted higher as the rider gains con- 
fidence. Then, the proper adjustment would be to set the 
saddle so that when the leg is perfectly straight, the heel of 
the foot is on the pedal in a downward position. ‘The saddle 
should be neither too high nor too tow for extensive riding, 
or the rider’s legs will become cramped. 

Ihe handle bars should be adjusted so the grips are at 
right angles to the handle-bar stem, and at a height which 
permits the rider to lean forward slightly as he rides. 


Safety rules 


As with any vehicle, there is danger of accidents with bi- 
cycles. Most bieyele accidents can be prevented. ‘Vo do this, 
it is important to make children aware of the hazards that go 
with bike riding, and to teach them safe habits of riding. 

\ report in the Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion points out that collision with a motor vehicle is by far 
the greatest hazard in bicycling. Hazardous practices in- 
clude cutting in front of a motor vehicle; carrying an extra 
passenger on a bieyvele; crossing from one lane to another 
without signaling; failing to exercise Caution at street inter- 
sections, Curves, or when coming out of a driveway or alley; 
riding on the wrong side of the street or too far from the curb; 
riding around or between automobiles, and riding bicycles 
in poor mechanical condition. 





Here is a safety code which you should impress 


on your young bike riders: 


Pm Always use hand signals 

P Always stop for “Stop” signs and 
watch for trafic when entering a 
street or highway 

P Never ride at night without a light 

> Always ride in straight lines 

> Always keep close to right curb 

P Always ride single file 

& Never ride double on your bike 

P Never trick- or stunt-ride 

> Never hitch rides 

P Remember that automobiles are 
bigger, faster, and heavier than bi- 
cycles. Take it easy! 


> Always keep bike in good condition

| Nine times out of 10, when you measure something, 
you don’t care how long or high or wide or thick it is. 
All the measurement is for is to cut a piece of wood to go 
in a certain space, or to make something the same size 
as something else. 

Besides, 99 times out of 100, the rule reads something 
like “twenty-seven and _ fifty-three sixty-fourths of an 
inch, plus a hair, minus a scratch.” Even if you work 
with exact “scratches” and “hairs,”’ it would be a diffi- 
cult dimension to carry in your head from one end of the 
workbench to the other 

You can forget all about formal inches in most in- 
stances. Mark it on the wood instead. Or let some of the 
simple tools used in seribing remember dimensions for 
you. Pictures here show you how to use some standard 
tools for measuring. ‘They show several homemade gim- 
micks used by professional craftsmen who don’t want to 
be bothered with inches and fractions. Use these tricks 
in your handyman projects. They'll save you time... 
and keep you from making errors in dimensions. 


You need no special tools for marking 


4 combination square is 
one of your most useful meas- 
uring tools. End of scale goes 
on one end of the lumber. 
Slide the head along the 
other edge of the stock and 
tighten the setscrew. Now 
transfer distance to stock.

No ordinary measuring 
tool would fit in’ the tiny 
groove in the bottom of this 
box and still be readable. 

In this good example of 
scribing, dividers give you the 
length, a bevel gauge tells you 


the correct angles. 


Find middle of board by us- 
ing common school compass. 
And use it for other centering 
projects. First, square a line 
across the job. 

Set the compass to cover 
more than half of the width. 
Put point at one end, seribe 
small are. Repeat at other 
end. Intersection is middle. 











Use dividers to find the size 
of wood needed to make re- 
pairs. Divider points repre- 
sent length of stock you need 
for replacement. 

Get the measurement and 
then tighten the setserew. 











Mark length on new stock 
by making faint indentations 
with the divider points, which 
serve as cutoff points. 

Then pencil a line with a 
square and cut away, leaving 
half of the line for the correct 
length you want. 


Divide board by laying rule 
diagonally across the board 
with “zero” at one edge. 

On the other end, use an 
easily divided number for the 
number of pieces you need 
Mark vour division points 
The center here would be 6.

A dog that roams is often poisoned by bait set by cranks. Air- 
ing your dog on a leash isn’t absolute protection. Be on the 
alert. Poison is usually placed where dogs are most likely to find 
it your back yard or even your front lawn.

If your dog shows signs of sudden distress, such as trembling, 
vomiting with head and tail drawn upward, convulsions, or 
collapse, it is important that you act immediately. Best thing 
is to get your pet into professional hands immediately, if there 
is a veterinarian near. Otherwise, you must give first treatment

Before you buy a power mower

to climb. Kind of grass is a power factor with any type. Thick 
grass and weeds require more power than a thin turf. 
Direct drive delivers a good power punch, but gears, 
belts, or a shear pin may be good on rough ground to save 
shocks to the engine. Most reel types have belt drive. 


What type engine is best for my mower? 


On treeless lawns, and where noise is undesirable, electric 
mowers are good. They start easily, are cheap to operate, 
and require little maintenance. Dragging cord and restrict- 
ed mowing circle might be drawbacks on your lawn. 

The choice of a 2-cycle or 4-cycle gas engine becomes 
largely a matter of your choice. A 2-cycle is noisy (if you 
mow the lawn before breakfast, this might be a factor). Gas 
and oil are mixed in a 2-cycle. This may be troublesome, 
but you don’t have to drain crankcase as with 4-cycle engines. 


Can women or children operate my mower? 


Women need a mower that’s easy to crank— one that runs 
with little tinkering. It should be maneuverable and light 
enough for either Mother or Junior to handle. The controls 
should be simple and conveniently placed. 


Do I want a self-propelled mower, or one I push myself? 
Strictly preference. Reel types pull themselves. You can 
buy a rotary either way. Some people like the ease of guiding 
a propelled mower. Others claim that when cutting efh- 
ciently, they travel too fast. Push-it-yourself models are easy 
to run in and out of small places and simple to back up over 
hard-to-cut spots. Just suit yourself and your lawn on this. 


Will a power mower be a lot of work to keep and repair? 


There'll be more to it than the old-fashioned kind, for 
sure. Like everything mechanical, it requires periodic check- 
ups and repairs. Buy only-a reputable, recognized brand, 
with authorized service near at hand. Like buying a car, 
make sure you understand all service guarantees. Good fuel, 
correct lubrication, and the right maintenance will avoid 
most trips to the mechanic. 


What attachments should I consider? 


Leaf-grinding attachments are available on rotary mow- 
ers, and snowplows are made for both types. If you have a 
need for either of these extras, buy a mower with enough 


power to operate them —at least 2 horsepower. 


What sort of storage do I need? 


Your mower should have the best storage possible. It needs 
a dry spot, preferably inside. Reel types usually take a little 
less room than rotaries, if space is at a premium. Handles 
fold on some models of both types. Neither type is light 
enough to lift up onto a shelf or hang from the wall. 


Here are some other things for you to note: 


Test the mower you plan to buy on your lawn, if possible. 
Watch the scatter of grass. If it flies out behind, it'll fall in 
your shoes. Witha rotary, small sticks and pebbles may pepper 
your ankles. If grass falls around the engine, it will clog the 
air intake and cooling fins, causing the motor to overheat. 

If you buy a 4-cycle gas mower, make sure oil can be 
changed easily. With a rotary, it’s a good idea to keep a spare 
blade. Find out if they're cheap and readily available. 

Finally, is the cost in line? Beware of ‘‘bargains.”’ but re- 
member that there’s as much competition and model change 
in mowers as in appliances or cars. So shop around, and you 
may save moncy.

Phe attic fan’s method of cooling is simple. By 
driving out stagnant air through the attic, the fan 
creates a suction which brings fresh air pouring in 
from outdoors.

Attic fans: low-cost, comfort 


Physically, you’re further cooled 
by the evaporation of moisture on 
the skin with the gentle breeze. 
Remember, a house exposed to 
summer sun soaks up heat all day. 
Hot air trapped under the roof 
gets constantly hotter. Say it’s 95 
degrees outdoors. Your attic may 
be as high as 135. When night 
comes, outside temperature may 
drop to 75 but the attic stays very 
hot, perhaps as high as 110. Below, 
your bedroom is a well-baked 95 
According to building mechan- 
ics, a house is always cooling off or 
heating by radiation in response 
to outside temperature, But there 
is always a time lag between in- 
side-temperature level and outside 
temperature. Just as it takes time to 
cool an oven after the fire is out, 
so it takes a longer ume to cool 
your home after the sun goes down 


Aaa modern insulation to the 
picture, and this ime lag becomes 
about four hours. If the sun is 
blazing all afternoon, the 2-o’clock

heat will finally have penetrated 
the insulated attic or roof space by 
about 6 p.m. Thus the house be- 
comes hottest from 6 to 10 p.m., a 
time when it is most occupied. 

There are two types of attic fans 

those which are mounted hori- 
zontally and which are 
mounted vertically.

I: ans which pull air vertically are 
usually installed in attics which are 
not airtight, or in cupolas on flat- 
roofed structures. No box chamber 
is required, since the fan is mounted 

directly over the ceiling opening. 
Fans which discharge horizon- 
tally are usually installed: (1) in 
an outside wall if the attic is fin- 
ished and tight. If not tight, fan 
will draw air through the spaces 
under the eaves or between the ceil- 
ing joists above living quarters; (2) 
on the attic floor with a box cham- 
ber if the attic is unfinished; (3) in 
a penthouse or cupola if building 

has a flat roof without an attic.

Gable and dormer exhausts are 
most common, give best results. 
Other possibilities include roof, 
eave, or soffit exhausts. Remem- 
ber, restricted attic openings cause 
motor overload and noisy opera- 
tion which will seriously cut down 
efficiency of the fan. 

To keep out birds and rodents, 
all discharge openings should be 
covered with 1%-inch hardware 
cloth. Regular screening isn’t rec- 
ommended, since it requires con- 
stant cleaning, increases resistance. 

When buying an attic fan, look 
for these points. The fan should be 
quiet in operation. It should be 
set in a strong frame and have a 
resilient-mounted 
shock-absorbing construction 

Be certain the fan you 
produces the proper number of air 
changes for your climate. A change 
of once a minute is the 
South. A change every minute and 
a half in the North is satisfactory. 

Air-change rate is based on cubic 
feet of volume in a 
cluding the attic or basement. Suppose 
your six-room house is 10,000 cubic 
feet, and you want an air change 
every minute. Select a fan which 
will deliver 10,000 cfm (cubic feet 
per minute) at the estimated static 
pressure. ‘This formula also will de- 
termine the siz¢ fan you must buy.

What is the increased cost in 
electricity? This will depend on 
the motor required to run the fan 
and on local rates. But you can 
count on $1.50 to $4 additional ex- 


pense per month during summer 
when the fan will have to do its 
work. 


What’s done during the winter 
months to prevent cold air coming 
in through exhaust openings? Fan 
engineers say that in houses with 
insulated ceilings it isn’t necessary 
to close attic Openings in winter, 
except in extremely cold climates. 
Where such protection is needed, 
this can be provided with !4-inch 
insulating or similar material cut to 
fit over exhaust openings. The grill 
opening or automatic shutter al- 
ways should have a similar cover. 

Precautions should be taken in 
electrical wiring. The fan should be 
fed by a separate circuit from the 
main-service entrance panel. 


ae ordinances may require 
an automatic means for cutting 
off the fan and for closing ceiling 
openings in the event of fire 

A fusible link, set to open at 135 
degrees, is recommended for this 
purpose. It should be installed in 
the air stream, preferably on the 
suction side of the fan. The link, 
when placed in this position, will 
operate a cutoff switch in series 
with the fan motor. 

As an additional precaution, 
fan motors may be equipped with 
automatic thermal cutouts which 
prevent overheating of the motor 
from any cause. This precaution 
eliminates the motor as a fire haz- 
ard and offers protection from a 
burned-out motor.

A A tree is not killed by cutting off a root. A protruding

A Keep all sprouts near the trunk of an apple tree cut off. 

They can be removed quickly with a pair of loppers, as 
shown above. If they are small, pruning shears will do. It is 
best to remove soil and cut sprouts off flush with root. You 
can leave a few sprouts on southwest side to shade the trunk. 
But keep them headed back; cut them off entirely if tree 
limbs shade the trunk.

how you plan to use the eggs. For 
instance, you'll want to use grade 
A for frying, poaching, or cooking 
in the shell, because appearance 
and flavor mean a lot here. Also for 
best results, use grade-A eggs in 
cake. But grade-B eggs are satis- 
factory for scrambling, omelets, 
creamed eggs, egg salads. Then for 
muffins, rich rolls, pie fillings, cus- 
tards, sauces, or salad dressing, you 
can use grade C if you dealer car- 
ries them. 


The printed word. You'll find 
that helpful guides to egg quality 
are commercial brand names for 
the different grades, as well as 
federal and state grade labels. The 
federal government sets up egg 
standards that all states are free to 
follow. But it’s up to each state to 
adopt them if it wishes, so you'll 
find the grading system differs from 
place to place. Get acquainted with 
the system in your community. 


Sizes and weights. As you know, 
eggs come in different sizes, and 
the size influences the price you 
pay. Per dozen, in eggs of same 
grades, large eggs run higher than 
medium ones, and medium ones 
run higher than small. The United 
States Department of Agriculture 
requires that eggs have the follow- 
ing minimum weights per dozen: 
Jumbo 30 ounces 


Extra large 27 ounces 


Large 24 ounces 
Medium 21 ounces 
Small 18 ounces 
Pewee 15 ounces 


Color-conscious? It doesn’t pay.

Smith may be about eggs having 
white shells being better than 
brown, don’t believe her. The color 
of the shell doesn’t mean a thing 
when it comes to food value, fla- 
vor, or quality of an egg. But the 
color may affect the price you pay.

Saturday, August 29, the first of

Let’s make a drawer on a router 





Round the front by slipping 
one of the shaper knives in the 
spindle. Any standard mold- 
ing could be run on drawer 
front at this point, 

Smooth, clean cuts such as 
these are easy with microm- 
eter adjustments of cutting 
depths and widths. 


Cutting the lip for drawer 
front, you can use a 44-inch 
groove cutter set at 14 inch 
deep, all around the stock.

Panic-stricken belief that a coro- 
nary attack is necessarily fatal takes 
no account of a marvelous repair 
process of Nature. Slowly, new net- 
works of vessels are grown to bridge 
or bypass an injured area and deliv- 
er blood where it is needed. Doc- 
tors call it collateral circulation 

Perhaps this slow growth-and- 
repair process goes On in your heart, 
n many hearts, all unbeknownst 
It might explain why first coronary 
attacks are sometimes more imme- 
diately serious in younger persons 
than in older folk. Through the 
years, mild, scarcely noticed upsets 
(even a coronary attack can be 
painless), or continuous adjustment 
of a dynamic organ to demands 
made upon it, may enrich the con- 
nections between fine blood vessels 

\t any rate, this marvelous proc- 
ess gives excellent assurance of re- 
covery to coronary victims who 
survive the critical first few days 
after an acute attack, with skilled 
medical care. In two or. three 
weeks, the fragile, damaged part of 
the heart muscle is strengthened by 
tougher scar tissue. It takes longer, 


sometimes much longer, for coro- 
nary vessels to grow adequate new 
feeder lines. But when that job is 
comple ted to the doctor’s satislac- 
tion, the majority of recovered pa- 
tients can live satisfyingly active

The second great threat to the 
heart is hypertension or high blood 
pressure. Congestive failure results 
from any condition which relent- 
lessly insists that the heart work 
harder than it can-—when its best 
efforts are inadequate to meet the 
body's needs.

ing.” This is diastolic pressure. 
Systolic pressure, measured when 
the heart is squeezing hardest, is 
always higher. Our two blood pres- 
sures are usually written thus: 
120 90. Doctors pay more attention 
to the diastolic reading, because it 
measures the least pressure strains 
to which the heart is continually 
subjected. The height of our “low” 
blood pressure is generally more 
significant than the peak of our 
high” pressure 

It is foolish to ignore high blood 
pressure, yet anxiety about minor 
fluctuations can be greatly exag- 
gerated. Many people live very 
comfortably with hypertension and 
suffer little detectable damage to 
heart or blood vessels. Individual 
toughness of a heart, the native 
stuff it’s made of, is probably as im- 
portant as mere height of blood 
Dr. Arthur M. Master, 
York cardiologist, 
feels that standards of “‘normal”’ 
blood pressure are probably too 
high. Studies of several thousand 
patients convince him that we 
should have a sliding scale of nor- 
mal pressures, adjusted to age. He 
suggests that this scale should range 
from diastolic pressure of 90 at age 
16 to more than 110 at age 60.

chemical which tends to lie down in 
patches inside the arteries and start 
the thickening, obstructive process 
of atherosclerosis. ‘This is the partic- 
ular kind of hardening of the arter- 
ies that underlies most coronary 
disease, and of equally serious 
blood-vessel disorders. We eat cho- 
lesterol in eggs, milk, butter, and 
meat fats. Low-cholesterol diets de- 
prive us of many excellent foods, 
but they may reduce the amount of 
cholesterol circulating in the blood 
Unfortunately, or maybe with more 
wisdom than we know, the body 
makes cholesterol from simple sub- 
stances, regardless of diet. A view 
gaining wide acceptance is that ex- 
cessive circulating cholesterol re- 
sults from some inability of the 
body to metabolize fatty substances 
A great deal of research is concen- 
trated on this highly important 
problem, and some cholesterol-con- 
trolling drugs show promise. At 
Fordham Hospital in New York, a 
drug composed of two B-vitamin 
substances and a detergent reduced 
the blood cholesterol levels of sever- 
al hundred patients by about 70 
percent 

Many authorities feel that the 
best effects of diet in high blood 
pressure and atherosclerosis are not 
specific as regards food elements, 
but benefit in a way well known to 
everybody: If you’re too fat, and 
eat less, you'll slim down to normal 
weight. A first order of business for 
high-blood-pressure patients who 
are overweight—and the majority 
are—-is to diet off their excess fat 
Recently, Dr. Fredrick J. Stare and 
his associates of Harvard Medical 
School concluded that weight re- 
duction really helps to control or 
prevent Over- 
weight men and women, some of 
whom had heart disease and some

first few hours, you'll be cooler and 
enjoying the Wind River Range. 
Unul midafternoon, you see a lot of 
sagebrush and distant horizon, but 
9 miles beyond Saratoga, where 
State 130 enters Medicine Bow Na- 
tional Forest, you begin the long, 
cool climb over the Snowy Range. 
You'll find the road isn’t crowded 

most tourists skirt the range by 
following U.S. 30 to Laramie. But 
when you get up to the summit at 
Snowy Range Pass (10,800 feet), 
you'll feel something that ap- 
proaches the thrill and the reward 
that’s reserved for mountain climb- 
There’s a little, boulder-strewn 
picnic area tucked among the peaks 
and one of those placid litte pools 
formed by snow melting on the 
crag just above you. When you shut 
off the motor, you're stared by 
the unearthly stillness, the tremen- 
dous solitude. The air you breathe 
is cold and crisp and clean. From 
Snowy Range you have 
enough grade behind you to coast 
halfway to Laramie.

Holiday in Estes Park 

Phe drive from Laramie through 
Fort Collins to Loveland takes you 
from range country through a 
pleasant truck-farming area to the 
entrance to Big Thompson Canyon 
and Estes Park. In July and Au- 
gust, your first objective should be 
the Chamber of Commerce at Estes 
Park. Estes Park was a favorite rec- 
reation spot long before the Stanley 
and F. O. Stanley, who 
built Stanley Hotel, and did much 
to develop the area—so it’s crowd- 
ed with tourists. Once you have 
your night’s accommodations, you 
can declare a day of leisure and en- 
joy the Big Thompson Canyon, 
Your driving can be limited to the 
short trip up to Bear Lake or Lily 
Lake; you can take a hike or take 
the kids down to the “Children 
Only” fishing areas in town. You 
can save the Trail Ridge Road for 
the next day 

The Trail Ridge Road has a 4- 
mile stretch over 12,000 feet in alti- 
tude, which means the engineers 
had their heads in the clouds when 
they built it. The climb to the 
12.183-footsummit has more curves 
than a cobra doing a slow number 
for a snake charmer. These moun- 
tain roads are real thrillers; every 
curve helps add to the suspense that 
builds to a thrilling climax on top. 

It's 49 miles, two-and-a-half 
hours, from Estes Park to Grand 
Lake over the Trail Ridge, and as 
you come down past the umber 
line, you don’t need anyone to sug- 
gest lunch at Grand Lake. U.S. 40 
from Granby gets bored with the 
landscape and starts climbing up 
to Berthoud Pass after it leaves 
Winter Park. The Ski Lift at Ber- 
theud Pass is another answer if the 
11,314 altitude at Berthoud is too 
low for you.
